tody. With this fabulous Bleſſing they aſſign Fapher 


a fabulous Offspring, the eldeſt of which was call'd 


Turk; and hence, they fay, all the Nations deſcended 


from him, call Japhet, Aboul Turk, viz. the Father of 
" Turk. Japhet, they tell us, after having given good 


Inſtructions to his Children, both as to Religion and 


Government, made his Son Turk Sovereign. of Tur- 
- queftan, whom the Eaſtern Turks call Japhet Oglan, 
- wiz, the Son of Japhet, and own him to be the Foun- 


der of their Race. „ | 
Now Turk, beſides the Prerogative of Primogeni- 


ture, was alſo endow'd with much better Qualities 
than his other Brothers, and therefore was.own'd as 
Sovereign over alt thoſe Countries poſſeſs d by them; 
but their Families increaſing and growing very nume- 
rous, they reſolv d to ſeek new Habitations, and march'd 


out with Colonies, which became Mothers to, the grea- 
teſt Nations in the World. - Wherefore Turk and his 


Family being thus left alone in a Country of no great 


Extent, reſold d to viſit the neighbouring Parts, and 
at laſt came to the Bank of a fine Lake ſurrounded with 


little Hills, from whence ifſu'd divers Springs of ſweet 
Water, whereof ſome were hot, which 
themſelves into a very fine Meadow, and with which

bited Place of Turgueſtan, and remarkable for being 


that where Turk erected his Royal Court. He go- 
vern'd his Family and Subjects with great Prudence 
and Juſtice for a long time, having lived 240 Years, 
and left behind him four Sons and a Daughter, being 
ſucceeded by his eldeſt /;niougel;, The Maguls call 


the Laws of Government he publiſh'd, Jaſſack; and 


ſuch as break them, they fay, fall into Jaſſa, where 


they are puniſh'd without Remiſſion, either with 


Death or Whipping, according to the nature of their 


Crimes, 


Turbs Poſterity was divided into four great Tribes, 
and theſe were afterwards ſubdivided into eighty, and 


they into two Wings, call'd the Right and the Left; 


| to whom, tho originally one and the ſame People, it 


was a fundamental Law, that they ſhould not intermix 


or make any Alliance one with another. Tartar and 
Mogul are alſo reckon'd amongſt the Deſcendants of 
Turk; and from them the two great Nations of Tar- 
tars and Muguls derive their Name. Now part of thoſe 


Turks lived without any fixed Place of Abode, putting 


_ their Herds into Cotes, like the People call'd Nomades 
by the Greeks; from which wandring or vagabond Tixks, 


the Turkomans are deſcended. 8 
If we may credit ſome Eaſtern Authors, the Turks 
were not always Mahometans ; for ſome of them al- 
ledg, that the Ogazians, from whom they deriye the 
Othoman Family, were Chriſtians, and that till the time 
of Ginghiskan and Tamerlain there were Hoards or 


Nations of Tartars that profeſs'd Chriſtianity. They 
had likewiſe a Diſtinction among them of Believing and 
Infidel Turks, who frequently made war upon one ano- - 
ther, and re Muſſulmaniſm prevail'd a- 


mongſt them. Neither are we to paſs over their being 


diiſtinguiſh'd alſo into Eaſtern and Weſtern Turks, the 
latter whereof are call'd Othomans, as the other com- 
prehend the Moguls, Aſiaticit Tartars, Ararians, and 
many other Nations not known to us. But why the 
Name Turk ſhould among the Perſians and Arabians at 
this day ſignify a Vagabond or Robber, the beſt rea- 
ſon that can be given for it muſt be, becauſe of th

tains againſt them, who for want of Water and other 
Neceſſaries, would not enter into the Deſart, but en- 
- camped: by the fide of the Foreſt, to conſult what was 
beſt for them to do; while Ts. ay <2 in the mean 
time, after two days long March, addenly ſarpriz'd” 
them in their Camp, and totally routed them: which 
' fo fluſh'd him, that he then adventur'd to come into 
the open Plains; and being join'd by fome revolted 
Turks, who were afraid of Mahomets Threats for the 
late Defeat, advanc'd, and gave the Sultan battel near 
Iſpahan, the Capital-City of Perſia; where, after a moſt 
terrible Battel, in the height whereof Sultan Mahomet 
fell off his Horſe, and brake his Neck, the two Armies

ſoon made war upon Pifafiris, Caliph of Babylon, whom 
at length he ſlew, and annex'd his Kingdom to his 
own : then ſent Cutl u- Muſes his Couſin with an Army 
againſt. the Arabians, who put him to flight; but re- 
turning by Media, and being deny'd Paſſage, he fought 
1 Emperor's Lieutenant, and defeated. 
him: upon which he would have perſuaded Tangroli- 
piæ to invade Media; who not hearkning to his Ad- 
vice, went at the head of a hoon Army againft the 
Arabs in Perſon, and was defeated by them. After 
his Return, calling to mind what Cutlu-Muſes had 
told him concerning the invading of gone ont he went 
about it in earneſt, tho not with the deſir d Succeſs;

The Gentleman, right glad 

of his Liberty upon any terms, haſtens into France, 

and there quickly rais'd ſuch a Sum upon his Eſtate, 

as the Sultan requir'd, which he carried to him with 

all expedition: coming into his preſence, and making 

the tender, the Sultan, who when he gave him that 

liberty, never expected to ſee him more, ſmiled at the 

Adventure, and order'd him to keep the Mony for 

himſelf, to which he added as much more of his own, 

upon condition that the eldeſt of his Family (in memo- 

ry of the Fact) ſhould for ever after be called Sala- 

din: And J am informed the Family is ſtill in being, 

and that they continue the ſame to this day. Saladin 

had reign'd about ſixteen Years, and left nine Sons be- 

hind him, who were all murdered by their Uncle Se- 

phradin, fave one called alſo Sephradin, Sultan of Alep-, 

po, Who by the help of his Father's Friends eſcaped his 

Uncle's bloody hands.

fully receiv'd by the People; and ſo poſſeſſing himſelf 
of the Countries of Bitlynia, Phrygia, Myſia, Ionia, 
and Lydia, even from the Windings of the famous 
Meander Southward, to the Euxine Sea Northward, 
took upon. him the Title of Emperor, and fix'd his Im- 
perial Seat at the famous City of Nice. At the ſame 
time alſo David and Alexius Comneni, Grand- Sons to 
the Tyrant Andronicus (ſometime Emperor of Conſtan- 
tinople) poſſeſſing the more Eaſtern Countries of Pon- 
tus, Galatia and Cappadocia, erected to themſelves a- 
nother Empire in Trapezonud, where their Poſterity 
reign'd many Years, till their Empire, as well as that 
of. Conſt antinople, fell into the hands of Mahomet the 
ſecond Sultan of the Turks, as you'll hear hereafter. 
And thus you-ſee the Greek Empire, expos'd as it were 
to a general Spoil, was no longer one, but many Em- 
pires: Baldwin, as aforeſaid, reigning at Conſt antinople, 
the Marquiſs of Montferrat in Theſſaly, Laſcaris at 
Nice, the Comment in Trapezond, and the Venetians in 
the Iſlands, all in Royal Dignity ; to ſay nothing of 
the THAO other Toparchies erected out of the Ruins

But to come nearer to our intended Hiſtory of the 
Turks, we are to obſerve that Ale xius Angelus, who 
had been ſome time —9— 1 of the Greek Empire, and 
wander'd:up and down for his Subſiſtance and Safety, 
hearing that his Son-in-Law Theodorus Laſcaris reign'd 
in Aſia in the Quality of Emperor, he. could not but 
repine that any other but himſelf ſhould be ſo ho- 
nour'd; and therefore failing in that ambitious Humour 
out of Greece into Aſia over the Egean Sea, he private- 
ly came to Jathatines Sultan of the Turks, and his old 
Acquaintance, then reſiding at Attalia, which not long 
before he had taken from the Chriſtians, unto whom 
he made known, his Miſery, and how his Empire had 
been rent from him as well by the Greeks as Latins, 
and defir'd he would aſſiſt him to recover part there- 
of, eſpecially that in the leſſer Aa, which was inju-

20000 Turks, laid ſiege to Antioch upon the Meander; 
which Laſcaris no fooner inderftood” and knowing it 
the Sultan got the place that ſtood upon fuch a River, 
and was the Boundary of his Empire, it wauld open 
a way for him into the Heart of Romania Afatica, to 
the endangering of the Loſs of his whole Empire; but 
he reſolv'd with thoſe few to endeavour to relieve it 
with all ſpeed: and being come near, he ſent the Tur- 
kiſh Embaffador a little before (he following him cloſe 
at the heels) who acquainting his Maſter of his Ap- 
roach with ſo fmall a Power, the Sultan could ſcarce

Thahor, but quickly 'return'd to winter at Prole mais 
and Tyre. Upon the Approach of the Spring, when 
they began to deliberate upon the Preparations of the 
enſuing Campaign, it was refolv'd” that foraſmuch as 


the Kingdom of Egypt was the chief Support of the 


Mahometan Religion, and that ſo long as the fame 
ſtood,” there was no likelihood that the Chriſtians 
ſhould do any great Feats in Sia; to attempt the 
Conqueſt thereof, was an Exploit beſt becoming their 


Valour, and of greateſt uſe to them, ſince Feruſalen 


and the Land of Paleſtine would then of courſe fall in- 
to their hands; 'and foraſmuch as the taking of Damia. 
za, antiently Peluſium, ſtanding at the mouth of the 
Nile, and in a moſt pleaſant Country, would very 


much facilitate the Conqueſt of the whole Kingdom, 


they reſolv'd to begin with the Siege of it. Now we 
are to obſerve, that the Place was furrounded with a

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navigable Ditch drawn from the Nile, in the form of 
an Iſland towards Syria, and fortify'd with three ſtrong 
ſtone Walls; at the mouth of the Ditch, at the en- 
trance into the City, ſtood a ſtrong Watch- Tower, 
and round it ſeveral fair Houſes, in the form of a little Pamiata 
Town intrench'd ; beſides which, the Ditch was barr'd beſteg d by 
with a ſtrong Iron Chain, that it was impoſſible for the Chri- 
any Ship to enter without breaking the ſame, which /t5azs. 
the Chriſtians did with their Fleet upon their Arrival; 
but thinking ſo to have made their Paſſage to the City, 
they found a greater Obſtruction at the Watch-Tower. 
Now the Chriſtians, after the manner of fighting in 
thoſe days, had upon certain flat Veſſels built high 
Towers of Wood, in order to the aſſaulting of the 
Watch-Tower; in approaching ro which, amidſt the 
Noiſe and Hurry on both ſides, one of them ſurmount- 
ing the reſt in height, and overcharg'd with Men, 
fell down with moſt terrible Noiſe, cruſh'd many of 
their Men to death, miſerably maim'd others, while 
. | ſome leapt into the Nile, and others aboard the next 
WW Ships to ſave themſelves. - John, titular King of Jeru- 
ſalem, who had been choſen General, did all he could 
to comfort them for the Accident, and to encourage 
the Men to go on with their Enterprize ; while Mele- 
din, Sultan of Egypt; encamp'd with a great Army in 
li JPbm 
the ſight of Damiata, thereby to encourage the Be- 
ſieged, and feed them with hopes of Relief, and fre- 
uently by the way of the River ſent them News, Meſ- 
ges, Victuals, Soldiers, Armour, and other Neceſſa- 
ries: but all this did not diſcourage the Chriſtians, Who 
finding the Sultan would neither offer nor accept of 
Battel, they reſblv' d to ſet upon the Tower again, and 
having very dextrouſly, upon two Ships faſten'd toge- 
ther, fram'd a ſtrong Tower of Timber that equal'd 
their Watch-Tower in height, they approach'd with it 
near the other, and follow'd with their Fleet ready for 
the Aſſault; while the Army at Land ſtood in Battel- 
Array, as well to diſcourage the Beſieged, as to * 
the Sultan in caſe he attempted to relieve them. The 
Aſſault was very terrible, the Chriſtians with their 
Ships drew as near Land as poſſibly they could, that 
they might come to handy-ſtrokes with the Enemy 
upon the. River-ſide, while the Barbarians endea- 
vour'd by ſhot and all other means imaginable to Can

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them off, and hinder their landing: But one of the 
Chriſtians Ships happening to run aground on that ſide 
of the River where the Enemy lay, and being boar- 
ded by them, who made a cruel ſlaughter of the Chri- 
ſtians; one of the Soldiers going down under the 
Hatches, bor d a great hole in the bottom of the Ship, 
- which preſently ſunk with all the Tas and Chriſtians 

aboard it. At the fame time the new-invented Tower 
of the Chriſtians being brought cloſe to the Watch- 
Tower, ſo terrify'd the Belieged; that the remainder 
after divers of them had been flain, and fo left 
the Tower to the poſſeſſion of the Chriftians : when 
the Soldiers alſo landed from the other Ships, and en- 
tring the Suburbs, put all they found to the Sword, 
even to the laſt Man, and therein found great ſtore 
Proviſion, but far more rich Movables, inſomuch that 
it ſeem'd to have been the Spoil of Arabia, Perſia, and 
the Indies.

The Chriftians in this heat, and fear of the Beſieged, 
reſolv'd to proſecute the Work, and aſſault the ſtrong 
Town of Damiata, which vet they could not carry;

Sultan's Army: But while they continu'd before the 
Place, the overflowing of the Mie did them much 
hurt, for the Removal of whick they gave themſelves 
to Faſting and Prayer for three days; when on the 
fourth the Wind falling, the River decreagd, which 
mate them turn their Devotion to Thankſgiving.

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ſalem, as the Place they moſt deſir'd, raſed its Walls, 
and left nothing ſtanding that was ſtately but the 
Tower of David and the Holy Sepulchre, which (they 
ſaid) he did at the Requeſt of the Chriſtians of divers 
Nations who lived there. es 

The Chriſtians had been now fix Months engag'd iti 
the Siege, and ſeeming as if weary of the length of it, 
kept not ſo good a guard as before to prevent Relief : 
which being perceiv'd by the Sultan, ba drew nearer 
unto, the Town, and under the Covert of the ſilent 
: Night hoped he might ſend ſome Supplies to the Be- 
ſieged; and indeed the foremoſt of the Turks had al- 
; ready enter'd the City, when the Chriſtians taking 
the Alarm, fell furiouſly upon the reſt, that thoſe 
who were within fearing leſt the Enemy in that Con- 
fuſion might enter pell-mell with them into the place, 
ſhut the Gates againſt them, who all fell by the Swords 
of the Chriſtians : who, encourag'd with this Succeſs, 
drew out and offer'd the Sultan battel, which he as 
induſtriouſly declin'd, being unwilling to venture all 
upon the Event thereof; but the other fluſh'd with ' 
hopes of Conqueſt, attack'd him in his Trenches, tho 
they came of with the loſs of many Men. In the. 
mean time there were two ' mercileſs Enemies, that 
crept into. the City, who ſeldom ſpared any, viz. Fa- 
mine and the Plague, which ſwept away abundance of 
the Inhabitants, who would willingly have given up 
the Place in time, if the chief Commanders had not 
hinder'd them: upon the former of which the Chrif- 
tians built very mach, but knew nothing of the latter, 
till ſome of the Soldiers (after a Year's Siege) in a bra- 
vado endeavour'd to ſcale the Walls; in doing of 
which, finding no Reſiſtance, and all ſilent, as if there 
had been no body in the City, they ſtood hearkning 
a while, and then return'd with an account of their

the like Death, than by ſubmitting to Neceſſity, and 

accepting of ſuch Terms. as. the proud Enemy would 
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propoſe to them. And indeed the Sultan, not ſo much 
deſiring their Lives, as the Liberty of his Country, re. 
quired to have the City of Damiata reſtored to him, 
and every thing in the ſame manner as it was before 
the Siege; and fo the Chriſtians without any more ado / 
to depart his Country. Theſe hard Conditions were 
accepted by the diſtreſſed Chriſtians; but when they 
were brought to Damiata, and propoſed to the Chri(- 
tians left there, there was a mighty Contention aroſe 
between them whether they ſhould be accepted or no; 
and the fame being communicated to the Army before 
Caire (now almoſt drowned in the Waters) they ſent 
them word, if they would not deliver the Town to / 
the Sultan, they would forthwith fend to Ptolemais, 
which wonld not fail to confent, to have it, inſtead of 
Damiata, farrender'd to the Tyrks : ſo that the other | 
hereupon agreed to a Surrendry, and fo Damiata came Damiata 
again into the hands of the Turks without fighting for /#rrendred 
it.

We told you before that Baldwin Earl of Flanders Latin En- 
was the firſt of the Latins created Emperor of Con- Perors of 
tant inople, who was ſucceeded therein by his Brother Conſtanti- 
Henry, and he by his Son-in-law Peter Count of Auſ- nople, 
ſerre, who being treacherouſly ſlain by Theodorus An- 
wy Prince of Epirus, was ſucceeded by his Son Ro- 
bert, and he again by Baldwin his Son, who Was the 
fifth and laſt Emperor of the Larins in Conſtantinople 
for tho the Imperial City, with the Countries of Thrace, 
Theſſaly, Achaia, Macedonia, Peloponneſus, and the reſt 
of the Provinces of Greece, were for the moſt part 
under the Government. of the Emperor Baldwin, and 
the Venetians, or other Latin Princes; yet the a 
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preſſed Greeks, the natural Inhabitants thereof, in 
their hearts were not theirs, as abhorring a foreign 
Yoke; but were more devoted -to their own natural 
Princes, Theodorus Laſcaris, who reigned at Nice in 
Bithynia, and Alexius Comnenus at Trapezond (both 
already mention'd) who by the Greeks were both {tiled 
Emperors, and fo reputed. Laſcaris, the better belov'd 
of the two, .had a far greater Power, and having 
fought many a ſevere Battel, and ſtrongly fortified his 
Cities againſt the Invaſion of his Enemies, as well 
Turks as Latins, ſeem'd to have eſtabliſh'd an Empire 
in Aſia in the ſpace of 18 years, where he reign d, 
and then died; leaving his Dominions- to John Ducas 
Batazes, who had married his fair Daughter Vene: 
who being a very wiſe and valiant Prince, conquer'd 
moſt of the Iflands belonging to the Empire of Con- 
ſtantinople, with divers other places, and rayaged the 
Country, even as far as the Gates of that famous City; 
and having made a League with Aſſan King of Bulgaria 
on the one hand, and with the Sultan of Iconium on 
the other, who both courted his Friendſhip, he ſettled 


his Empire in great peace; which by his wiſe Manage- 


ment produced vaſt Plenty in his Territories, while 


the Turks in the mean time 797 with Want, pur- 


chaſed Bread from his Subjects at a dear rate, and 
' with all that they had valuable in the World, who 
were now alſo at a very low ebb, becauſe of the Tar- 
tars preſſing hard upon them, even in their Provinces 
of the leſſer Afia: ſo that the greatneſs of the Profit

Not long after, Michael Paleologus was by a Letter 


from the Emperor kindly invited to return home;

after three years Reign departing this Life, and leaving 


his Son John a Child of ſix years old. to ſucceed him, 


he firſt on his Death-bed made Arſenias the Patriarch, 
and one George Muzalo (a Perſon of mean Deſcent, but 
whom by his Complaiſance and Fidelity the Emperor 
had raiſed to great Honours) to be his Protectors. But 
Muzalo (as tis uſual in ſuch Circumſtances) being en- 
vied by the Nobility, all the precaution he could ever 
uſe could not ſecure his Life; but he was barbarouſly 
murder'd at the Abby of Soſandra, at the very Altar 
he fled to for refuge, together with his two Brothers 
Audronicus and Theodorus, who were Men of great 
account.

ſo cloſe as TJamerlane s) ſeemed almoſt as great as his. 
The Turks gave the firſt Charge upon the young Prince 
of Ciarcan, who commanded 40000 Men, and was 
almoſt wholly overthrown by them, and himſelf, va- 
liantly fighting, ſlain in the Action; about which time 
Axalla fell on the Turks with the Van of the Army, 
one of whoſe Wings he beat and cut to pieces; and 
being joined by his Footmen, faced the Janizaries, who 
fought with incredible Reſolution : ſo that Tamerlane 
at length perceiving his Men give ground, he ſent 
20000 Horſe to aſſiſt them, and at the fame time 
charged himſelf, and made the Enemy give way, His 
Footmen alſo commanded by the Prince of Tanais he 
order'd to fall upon the Janizaries, wherein Bajazet . 
was in Perſon ; who having in his Army a great many 
mercenary Tartars, call'd Deſtenſes, and other Men 
raiſed out of the poor exiled Mahometan Princes Coun- 
tries, in whoſe Quarrel and the Greek Emperor's Ta- 
merlane had chiefly engaged in this War; theſe ſeeing 
ſome of their Friends and natural Princes in Tamer- 
lane's Army, in the heat of the Battel revolted to Ta- 
merlane: notwithſtanding which, Bajazet maintain d 
the Fight very gallantly, -and nothing but the Numbers Turks 
of the Enemy could wreſt the Victory out of his over- 
hand; but at laſt his Men giving way, and himſelf *hrown. 
_ wounded, but now mounted on horſeback to endea- 
vour to make his Eſcape, he fell into A4xalla's hands, Bajazet 
ur to whom he ſurrender'd himſelf, ſuppoſing him to taken pri- 
je: have been 8 : his Son Aluſa _ and. ſener.

| Competitors, took upon him the Government of the 
Turkiſh Kingdom as well in Europe as in Aſia; and 
here the Turk; Hiſtories begin Mahomet's Reign, ac- 
counting the troubleſome times from Bajazer's Capti- 
vity to Muſas Death, a time of Anarchy, wherein 
the whole Kingdom was not at any time poſſeſt by 
any one of Bajazer's Sons. However he was not at 
peace in Afia all this while: for the King of Carama- 1415. 
Zia taking the 2 of his Troubles, invaded his 
, Territories in Afa, and burnt the City of Pruſa; but Prufa 
| while he was befieging the Caſtle, which was valiantly burnt by 
defended by Eivaſes Baſſa, it happen'd that Auſa's the Cara- 
Corps that was ſent to Pruſa to be buried, being ho- manian 
nourably attended on the way by many People, the Xing. 
King fearing it to have been Mahomer's Army, forth- 
with raiſed the Siege and marched off: which made the 
Turks jeftingly fay, If the King of Caramania ran away 
for fear of the dead Body of the Ottoman King, mbar 
would he have done if be h come againſt him alive? 
Now Orchanes, Solyman's Son (yet a Stripling) ha- 
ving lived at Conftantinople ever fince his Father's death, 
about this time departed thence becauſe of the League 
between the Emperor and Mahomer, with a deſign to 
have gone into Walachia; but ſome Turkiſh Volunteers 
lighting on him by the way, and underſtanding he was 
Solyman's Son, they reſorted to him in great numbers, 
and offered their Service to him, Theſe Mahomet 
ickly difperſed, and Orchanes being betray'd to him 
by his Tutor Zaganos, he order'd his Eyes to be put 
out, and ſent him to Pruſa, where he lived upon an 
honourable Maintenance all his days. 3 | 
. Now Mahomer remembring how the King of Cara- 1416. 
mania had invaded His Country in Afia during his ab- 
ſence, he in his turn fell into his, took Aſpropolis, De- 2 
ſporopolss, Hierapolig, and beſieged Icanium, which be- 
cauſe of the Rains th t fell, he was forced to quit for 
that time, and granted the Caramanians Peace; who 
violating the fame ſoon _ (whiie Mahomer ha

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ſent in Pontus) he returned, routed the King, and took 
both him and his Son Muſt apha Priſoners, who got 


their Liberty by ſurrendring up many ſtrong Cities

and Caſtles to his hands. This being done, he went 
over into Europe, ravaged the Country of Walachia, 


which brought that Prince to pay him tribute, and to 


ſend his Son to ſerve him in his Court. About this 
time alſo Isfend;ar Prince of Caftamonia, reſerving to 
himſelf Caſtamonia and a ſmall part more of his Domi- 
nions, gave the reſt to Mahomet, on condition he 
would reſtore no part of it to his Son Caſſumes; who 
having a long time ſerved in Mahomet's Court, could 
not be perſuaded to return again to his Father; but 
Mahomet made him ſome amends with large Poſſeſſions 
within his own Kingdoms. ET TP 

About this time one Bedredin, who had followed

. Mahomet not long after fell ſick at Adrianople, and 
finding himſelf in danger of Death, by his laſt Will 
and Teſtament appointed his eldeſt Son Amurath to 


Death. 


Nice in Aſia, as to a Place of Exile by Mahomet, being 
deſirous of Innovation, plotted with one Burgluzes his 
Steward to preach up vn new religious Doctrine; 
the laſt of which having acted his part well. in Caria 
for a time, the other made the beſt of his way into 


Walachia, where he ſet up for ſome great Devotee, and 


by that means had many Followers, and hs. alſo 
joined by his Steward, he began to ſhew himſelf to 
the-World with diſptayed Banners : For the repreſling 
of which, Mahomet ſent ſome Troops againſt him, be- 
tween whom enſued a bloody Battel, where Burgluzes 
was ſlain, and the other ſome time after taken Priſo- 
ner; whom Mahomet cauſed fairly to be hanged in the 
Nlarket- place of Serras, before a Tavern-door, and fo 
the matter ended. After this, Mahomet very much 
beautify'd Adrianople with a great Mahometan Moſque, 
ſtately Palace, ſumptuous Abbey, and another Moſque ; 
and alſo gave great Sums of Mony 10 to be paid 
at Medina and Meccha, for the relief of poor Pilgrims 
travelling from remote Countries to Mahomet's Sepul- 
chre at Medina, or his Temple at Meccha. |

This Mahomet was a wile and valiant Prince, ex- 
ceeding bountiful, and may juſtly be accounted the 
Reſtorer of the Turk; Kingdom; for he not only re- 
covered what Tamerlane had taken away in Aſia, but 
at length got poſſeſſion of the reſt in Europe, and fo 
teft to. his Son Amurath an intire Kingdom. in its for- 


mer Greatneſs, tho not ſo much augmented by him.

This 
being told Hunniades by one. Jobs) that was his Spy, and 
that the Baſſa had given a ſtrict ye throughout his 
Army, that they ſhould above all things in the begin. 
ning of the Battle attack the Perſon of Hunniades; for 
which end he had appointed ſome of his beſt Soldiers, 
to whom he gave certain Signs whereby they might 
know both him and his Horſe: there was one Sim 


Kenrene, à valiant Gentleman, Who took upon him 


on this occaſion willingly to perſonate Hunniadet, and 
for that purpoſe was attended with ſome Troops of 
choice Horſe. In the mean time Hunniades thought 
of all the ways he could to attack the Enemy; and 
finding a proper Opportunity, he fell with that Fury 
and Suddenneſs upon them, that they had not time to 
draw into order of Battle, but were glad to fight con- 
fuſedly as they could, and even with great Obſtinacy on 


both ſides; during which ſome of the beſt Troops of 
the Turks eſpying the Counterfeit Hunniades, advanced 


upon him and his Followers with great Fury, between 
whom enſued a bloody Battel, inſomuch as if in that 


very Place was to have been try'd the whole Fortune 


of the Day. But the Turks at laſt prevailing, after 
they had killed thoſe that were about him, at length 
flew: him alſo; yet for all this, the brave Hunniades 
being ſtill alive, he rode up and down his Army to en- 
courage his Men, ſometimes with new Supplies encou- 
raging thoſe that were overcharg'd and ready to fly, ano- 


ther time with chearful Words ſtopping thoſe Who had 


already turned their backs, and every where performing 


the Part both of a great General and a valiant Soldier, 


as the Neceſſity of Time and Place did require. Now 
in the Heat of this Battel, which inclined yet to nei. 
ther fide, the Tranſylvanian Priſoners in the Turkiſh 
Camp, with unanimous. Conſent: brake their Bonds, 
and taking up ſuch Arms as came next to hand, fel 


Hunniades upon their Keepers, and ſlew a great many of them; by

the Victory with Thankſgivings to God, and great 
Acclamations of Joy: and Hunniades ſent a large Cart 
drawn by ten Horſes, laden' with Tzrks Heads and 
Standards to King Vladi/laus and the Deſpot of Servia 
as àa Preſent, who incouraged Hunniades mightily 'in' 
the Proſecution of his great Enterprize, whoſe Fame 
began already to ſtead, it ſelf every where throngh-: -

Now this Overthrow, and eſpecially the Revolt 
of Moldavia and Walachiz, troubled the Sultan at A. 
drianople very much; to revenge which, he ſent an Ar- 
my under-Shech Abedin Baſſa an Eunuch, but good Com- 
mander, into Malachia, there to do all the Miſchief he 
could, as alſo in Moldavia, and afterwards to break 
into Tranſylvania. Accordingly the Baſſa paſſing the 
Danube with 80000 Men, whereof 34000 were Janiza>

ries, entred Walachia with all Fury, and dividing his Walachia 
Army into two Bodies, ravaged the Country every ravag d by 
where, burnt their Towns and Villages, and ſpared the Turks. 


neither Age nor Sex, tho the People for the moſt part 
were retired to the Mountains and ſtrong Holds. From 


Walachia the Turks paſſed over the Mountains into 


Tranſylvania, where Hunniades with an Army of 
15000 choice Soldiers Was ready to encounter him; but 

o the number was very diſproportionate, and that 
the Turk knew this very well, yet he thought it not 
beſt to engage Hunniades in one front, for fear of con · 
founding ſo great a Multitude, but to divide his Army 
into Battalions, and ſo to fight by degrees, and in 
good order, whereby to make the beſt of his Men; or 
if he could not do that, then with his Multitude to 
hem in the Chriſtians,” Hunniades on the other ſide 
commanded his Soldiers above all things to keep their 
order, and by no means to ſuffer themſelves: to be divi- 
ded by the nemy; and next day being advanced to a 
place called Yaſcape, both Armies by break of day be- 
gan to diſſodg.

to his Soldiers, encouraged them from the Motives of

and in ſhort told them, that having overcome Hunnia- 
des, (whom he confeſs'd was the only valiant Chriſtian 
Commander he had met with) nothing thence after 
ſhould be able to ſtand in their way, or obſtruct their 
farther Conqueſt, Then having ſet his Battel in order, 
and ym done the like, having caſt his Men in 
the Front into. the form of a Wedg, and the Signal 
being given, they fell furiouſly to it on both ſides. 
The Turks truſting to the Maltitude of their nimble 
light Horſe, fiercely with their light Staves and crook- 
ed Scimiters fell upon the Chriſtians light Horſe, 
wherein many fell on both ſides; tho the Wedg-Battel 


the Turks could not break, but received great Damage 


from them. In the mean time the light Horſe in the 
Wings fought courageonſſy, and with a like hope; but 
the Tyrks being more numerous and better skilled 
that way, forced them to retreat to the Men at Arms. 
Here the Fortune of the Turks began to op, and both

Wings began to faint: yet the Janizaries and ſome 
light Horſe fetching a compaſs, and hemming in the 
nen at Arms that made 3 main Battel of the 
Chriſtians, fell on furiouſly, cut off their Horſes Le 
with their Scimiters, and there made a terrible Slauek: 
ter of the Riders, who returned the ſame Deſtruction 
upon the Janizaries, wherein, in ſhort, moſt of them 
Were ſlain. All which the Baſſa obſerving, and think- 
A5 to tire out the Chriſtians, he charged them with 
afreſh Body of Men from the Rear, and ordered them 
to hem in the Enemy, with a vain Boaſt that it would 
be the laſt Battel the Hungarians would ever fight. 


Hunniades Hunniades on the other fide ſuffering his Men to be

partly envirened by the Turks, cunningly cauſed the 


ehrows the Waggoners, with the armed Carts and Waggons, to

thruſt on behind the Enemy, - who renewed the Battel 
With great fury; but finding the right Wing hemm'd 
in with the Waggons, and themſelves ſeverely aſſaul- 
ted with Shot, Warn and other miſſive Inſtruments 
from thence, they firſt began to faint, then to fly, tho 


ta no purpoſe, for they were ſo encloſed that they 


periſhed every Man of them; While thoſe in the ef 
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Hungarians to Ren them : ſo that of this great Ar- 
my of the Turks, what with one and another thing, 


ſcarce one half returned over the Danube. The Priſo- 


ners were 5000, the Standards a hundred, but the 
Spoil incredible; ſo that every one was enriched in 
Hunniadess Army, who when he had given thanks 
to God, the Giver of Victories, and hung up ſome of 
the-Turkiſh Colours at Vaſcape where this famous Bat- 
tel was fought, he after wards went to Buda, to preſent 
Uladilars with the Enſigns, part of the Spoil, and to 
declare anto him the Particulars of the Victory. 
No Uladi/laus being not ignorant how much this 
late Overthrow was reſented by Amurath, who would 
not fail to ſeek Revenge upon the Chriſtians for it; he 
aſſembled the States of his Kingdom, to whom he pro- 
poſed the Danger they were in from the invading 
Turks, and excited them to make all due Proviſion for 
their own Security, and to oppoſe the Enemy : who 
were not a little diſpoſed thereunto alſo by the nota- 


ble Speech of Julian, Cardinal of St. Angelo, the Pope's 


Legate, and the miſerable Supplications and Tears of 
the Deſpot of Servia, who ſet forth unto them the 
Cruelty of the Turks in moſt pathetick Terms, and 
told them, they were divided from the Turks but by 


the Save, which might oftentimes be waded over in 


Summer-time, and was hard frozen in Winter, and fo 
to be paſſed over; that the Country beyond the Danube 
lay all open to them, and that himſelf who was ſome- 
time the rich King of Servia, was forced to fly firſt to 
Naguſu, and thence into Hungary, from which the bar- 
barous King now demanded Tribute, that he might 


have à Pretence to invade it. Having ſaid this, and 


much more to the fame purpoſe, he with Tears trick- 


ling down his aged Face, deſired the King, and all of 


them, not to let ſlip that fair Opportunity, and neither 


by Cowardice nor Negligence, to break off the Courſe 
of their good Fortune and Victory; beſides he promiſed 
à great Sum of Mony himſelf towards defraying the 
Charges of the War, and offer'd them great ay; wa 
both of Men and Mony alſo from divers other Chriſ- 


tian Princes. Upon all which they reſolved the King 
ſhowltieapage in Perſon in that War, fell to raiſing of 


Troops, and ſent CS Fs to the Emperor and

bother Princes, to ſeek their Aid againſt the common 
nemy; who moſtly excuſed themſelves, tho divers 

Perſons out of France and Germany came voluntarily 


firſt of May ſeetting out from Buda, marched on till 
he came in fight of Bulgaria, and at a Place called 
Sophia Cobis, over againſt Sinderovia, paſſed the Danube with 
talen by his Army, which was now grown very great, and ſo 
Uladiſlaus. came directly to Sophia in the Frontiers of Bulgaria, 
which he eaſily took, and burnt, as he did all the ad- 
jacent Towns and Villages, to the terrour of the reſt ; 
and ſending five hundred Men over the Murava for In- 


Scouts, underſtood there were 2000 Turks near, who 
being not able to encounter them, they precipitated 
their Retreat, ſo that many of them were drowned in 
the River: But the Turks obſerving a great Body of 
Horſe on the other fide on the Top of a Hill, where 
the King was à hunting, they retreated. The King 

_ paſſed the River next day, and underſtanding by his 
Scouts, that the Twrks had laid ſome Ambuſhes hard by 
for him, Hunniades was ſent next night with 10000 
choice Horſe to ſurprize them, and-being by his Spies 
brought very near them, in the firſt Watch of the 
Night, the Moon by chance, as favouring his Attempts, 
then began to ſhine, which gave him the Opportunity 
to ſee how they lay, and to enter their Camp by 
the. way they were moſt likely to fly:if they ſhould be 
routed. The Turks buried in Sleep and Security, be- 
ing thus ſuddenly, and with a mighty Noiſe and Out- 
cry ſet upon, had much ado to prepare themſelves to 
fight; and at the firſt Encounter they did rather make 
a ſtir than fight. But when they heard that Hun- 
Hunma- niades was there, they preſently. fled,” and were every 


Turks. came, the Remnant of them run the ſame Fate as the 
reſt; ſo that there periſhed in this Action 30000 Tur ls, 


lours, and all the Booty of the Camp. Hunniaacs, 
after this Victory, was received by the King and 
Deſpot with extraordinary Honours, and his Name 
celebrated every where for the moſt famous Captain in 
the World. 1 Oi bende erin FE TIED 
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and ingaged in that War. Hereupon the King on the 


telligence, they hapning to take four of the Turk 


des kills Where miſerably ſlain by themſelves and the Enemy, 
20000 who held them in chaſe all that night, and when day 


beſides 4000 made priſoners, with a great many Co- 
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Hunniades, to whom the Command of the Army 
was given, after this marched on, and took all ſuch 
Towns in Bulgaria as ſtood in their way, which by 
reaſon of their Religion, being Chriſtians, and Lan- 
guage, which was like the Poliſb, were ealily yielded 
to Hunniades : but being come to Mount Hæmus, in 
order to enter into Thrace, and the Winter Weather 
now come, they learned by their Spies that the Paſ- 
ſages over it were cloſed up with great Stones, Lim- 
ber, and the like things, ſo ſtrongly as not eaſily to 
be forced; wherefore Hunniades upon Chriſt mas-Eve, 
came to the other, by which the River Saltria runs, 
which he found likewiſe ſhut. So that the Army be- 
ing diſcouraged herewith, as alſo with the Hanger and 
Cold they ſuſtained, had certainly broke up and re- 
tired, had not Hunniades by many Arguments kept 
them in their Duty, or at leaſt ſome ſort of Suſpenſe, 
till it happen'd that News was brought them by the 
Scouts, of the Turks Approach, whom Hunniades with 
ſome Horſe made to retire eight ſeveral times, that 
lie encounter'd them: but in retiring back from the 
impregnable Mountain, the King (who was there in 
perſon) with the greateſt part of the Army, went be- 
fore, being followed by Hunniades and the Deſpot a 
good Day's March; which encouraged the Turks to 
come. down from the Mountains, under the Com- 
mand of Carambey Baſſa of Romania, a Man of great 
Courage, and ambitious of Honeur, and follow the 
Chriſtians at the heels, till they came to Mount Ca- 
. nobixu, part of Hamus where Hunniades and the 
0 Deſpot Leing they muſt come to a Battel, notwith⸗ 
e ſtandiag they were much inferiour in number to the 
2 Enemy by reaſon of the King's Abſence with the other

The Chriſtians fluſh'd with the Succeſs of this Victo- 
ry, would needs attempt the Paſſage of Mount He- 
mus; but they found it an inſuperable Difficulty, and 
therefore were forced to retire » and the Army being 
at the ſame time pinched ſeverely with Hunger and 


Cold, they thought it the moſt. adviſable courſe to 
march home, But the Turks continually moleſted their 


Retreat, till being come into a thick Wood full of In- 
cumbrances, their Rear was fiercely charged by the 
Infidels ; which raiſed. a Tumult in the reſt of the 
Army, and was the occaſion of the loſs of ſome Men 


in the Bogs and queachy places they fell into there, as 


well as by the Enemy. But the King with the Army 
at length arriv'd at Belgrade, and thence went to Buda, 
being receiv'd every where with great Acclamations of 
Joy for the famous Actions done by them; and where 
at. preſent we ſhall leave them, and give ſome account 


of the famous Scanderbeg, whoſe Birth and Flight we 


have already mention'd, but now ſhall come to the par- 
ticulars of the latter, which are worth obſerving. 
.  Scanderbeg in the Confuſion of the late Battel having 


before communicated to ſome of his truſty Friends, 


and eſpecially his Nephew Ameſa, his Brother Repo 
ius s Son, his deſign to revolt, had his eye continually 
upon the Baſſa's principal Secretary, whom he with his 

bun he fled from the Slaughter; 


about him, and ſeizing the Secretary, forced him to 
write a counterfeit Letter, as from the Baſſa to the 
Governour of Croza, commanding him in the Sultan“ 
Name to deliver the City and Gariſon to Scanderbey 
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who was to ſucceed him; and when he had ſo done, 
ſlew him. After which being attended by about 3000 
Epirot Soldiers, who were ready to follow his Fortune 
| and loved the Liberty of their Country, he marchd 
with incredible celerity into the upper Country of 
Dibra in the Borders of Epirus, about 70 Miles from 
Croia; where ſtaying but one day, he went from 
thence with 300 Perſons only, as if they had been his 
Domeſticks, for Cy0:a ;, and in the mean time order'd 
the reſt to march by by-ways, till they came as near 
Croia as poſſible unperceiv'd. But when himſelf was 
come near the City, he ſent Ameſa with two Servants 
only before, to notify his arrival to the Governour ; 
and acted his part ſo well, that the Governour left Scander- 
Croia next day, and all his Family, and ſet out towards beg po/ſe/- 
Adrianople, leaving Scanderbeg in poſſeſſion of the /es himſelf 
Place, who in the dead of the Night following, found Croia. 
a way to bring the Soldiers of Dibra into the City: 
and for the ſpeedy Suppreſſion of the Trkif> Gariſon, 
he with the reſt ſet upon the Turks that were on the 
guard, and ſlew them; and afterwards diſpatched the 
reſt in their Houſes. and Quarters, wherein he was 
aſſiſted by the Chriſtian Citizens: ſo that in a few , 
hours time there were none of them left alive, but 
ſuch as were willing to turn Chriſtians. This done, 
Scanderbeg preſently ſent rf to Dibra, and other 
virus. to diſperſe the 
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Meſſengers into all parts o 
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of Nervs, which made the whole Country up in Arms 
5 without delay, when they [ſlew all the Turks they met

Thence he directed his march to Stelluſa, a ſtrong

Authors of the late Peace, unfortunately were drawn 


in to give their conſent, thereunto; notwithſtanding 
the Turk (who had heard of theſe Proceedings) did 
every thing that might be expected from. a juſt Prince 
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advertiſed, and apprehenſive of the danger, he was 
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in reference to the fulfilling of his Covenant. And 
now Dladl iſiaus writes to Scanderbeg King of Epirus to 
excite. him to come and join his Forces with him a+ 
gainſt the common Enemy; which the other, as know - 
ing how adapt the opportunity was, promiſed to do 
by the general conſent of the Albanian Princes his 
Conſederates, and to join him in convenient time 
with 30000 good Soldiers; and in order thereunto 
being upon his march, as far as the Borders of Servia, 
ke found the Paſſes of that rou h Country ſtopt up by 
George the Deſpot, who being but lately reſtored unto 
his Kingdom by Uladi/lans; had not chang d his mind, 
and treacherouſly clave to the Turk his Son-in-law, and 


Scanderbeg had no other courſe left than to force his 


way thro. But in the mean time Vladiſi aus, prick'd 


forward by the continual Sollicitations of Julian, hav- 


ing drawn together a great Army out of Poland and 
Hungary, paſſed the Danube in the beginning of No- 
vember, and entring into Bulgaria, came to Nicopolis 


the Capital City, whoſe Suburbs he burnt: at what 


time Dracula, Vayvod of Walachia, a Man of great 
Experience in martial Affairs, deſired him, conſidering 
the ſmalineſs of his number, to retreat, ſaying he had 
ſufficiently learnt by his own Loſſes the Power of the 
Turkiſh Sultan, who was frequently wont to carry 


more Men with him into the field a hunting or hawk - 
ing, than were in the King's Camp: But his and moſt 


of the other great Commanders Counſels, who ſided 
with him, were all by the Cardinal put by, who talk d 


of mighty things to the King, and miſrepreſented Dra- 


cula's Advice to him at a ſtrange manner; who tho 


very ſenſible thereof, yet he generouſly. left his Son 
with a Body of 4000 choice Horſe to ſerve him, and 
at his departure preſented him with two luſty young 


Men as Guides, and with two Horſes of 1 
ſwiftneſs: then with Tears in his Eyes ſaid, Take this 


ſmall Gift in good Part, 45 4 poor Refuge to flee unto, 


if your Fortune happen to fail you, which 1 2 to 


think on; I pray God they be given in vain, ſo they ſhall if 


my Prayers may prevail, yet if Neceſſuy ſhall force you to 
uſe them, you ſhall find them ſerviceable in time of need. 


Dladiſiaus marching on towards Thrace, took di- 
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vers places by the way, of all which Amurath being 


per- 
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perſuaded to leave his Retirement; but coming to the 
Helleſpont, and finding his Paſſage ſtopt by the Venetian, 
and Pope's Gallies, he went to the Thracian Boſphorus, 
and got over with his whole Army, as ſome ſaid, by 
the help of the Genoeſe Merchants; and ſo joining with 

his European Troops, march'd on for ſeven days, till he 
came within four miles of Varna, a City pleaſantly 

ſituated upon the Euxine in Bulgaria, which a little be- 
fore the Chriſtians had taken, with other places, and 
were now here encamp'd, but fo far (even the for- 
wardeſt of them before for the Expedition) now dil- 
courag'd with the. approach of the Turks, that they 
were for nothing ſo much as retreating : which they 

had done, had not Hunniades uſed his Arguments, and 

aid, it was not for the King's Honour, firſt to invade 

his Enemies Dominions, and preſently to turn his back 

upon the report of his approach. The drawing up of 

the Aga was committed to the Skill of Hunniades, 

who with great judgment ſecured one ſide of it with a 

Moraſs, and the other with Carriages, and à ſteep 

Hill in the Rear; ſo that the Chriſtians, who were in- 

feriour in number, could not be hemm'd in by the 
Enemy, and charg'd no way but in front. At laſt the 

The great two Armies engaged, and with great Courage and 
Barrel of various Fortune maintain'd/the Fight on both fides a 
Varna, long time, till the Earth was ſtain'd with the Blood of 
the ſlain. At length the Victory began to. incline to the 
Chriſtians, for Munniades with his Tranſylvanian and 
Walachian Horſe routed, both the Wings of the Turks; 

ſo that. Amuyrath himſelf was ſo diſcouraged, that he 

would have fled out of the main Battel, had not a 
common Soldier ſtopt and reproy'd him for his Cowar- 

dice: but the Chriſtians diſorderly purſuing the Chaſe, 

left their Flank; open to the Turks, ſo that they were 

not gone far before they were ſtoutly attack'd by a 
great part of the Turki/p Army, placed for that pur- 

poſe in an adjacent Valley; in which Action Leſco a fa- 

mous Hungarian Commander, with the Biſhops of Wa 

radin and Agria, and many others were loſt, . Then 

the Cardinal, with ſome of the beſt Commanders, re- 
treating towards: their former Poſt, were ſharply at- 
tack'd by the Turks, but reliev'd by the King and Hun- 

niades, who forc'd them to retreat, and even be ready 


to fly; which Anurath obſerving with great Concern 
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of Mind, and lag Picture of the Crucifix in the 
Colours of the Chriſtian Volunteers, he pull'd out of 
his Boſom the late League, and holding it in his hand 
with his Eyes lift up to Heaven, he faid, Behold, thou Amurath's 
crucified Chriſt ! this is the League thy Chriſtians in thy Prayer to 
Name made with me, which they have unjuftly 8 Chriſt + 
Now if thou art a God, as they Jay thou art, and as we 
dream, revenge the Wrong now done unto thy Name and 
ne, and ſhew thy Power unto thy prejudiced People, who 
in their Actions deny thee their God, The Janizaries, 
who all this while ſtood faſt with their old Sultan as 
his laſt Refuge, came now in ; between whom and the 
Chriſtians there began a moſt cruel and terrible Fight, 
inſomuch that the Victory continued doubtful a long 
time, till at length the Turks began to give way in that 
art of the Battel where the King and Hunniades fought, 
— in the left Wing they ſo prevailed over the Chriſ- 
tians, that they were even ready to have fled; and 
here Uladiſſaus with more Courage than Caution 
breaking in upon the Janizaries, was ſo hemmed in by 
them, and oppreſs'd by the multitude, that he was ſlain, Uladiſlaus 
and his Head preſented to Amurath, who preſently or- ſlain. 
dered it to be put upon the point of a Lance, and 
Proclamation made that it was the Head of the Chriſ- 
tian King; and the ſame was afterwards carried thro 
the Cities of Macedon and Greece, as a Trophy of the 
Turks Victory. Hunniades after he had in vain at- 
tempted bravely to reſcue the King's Body, with much 
difficulty made the beſt of his way thro thick Woods 
ind over Mountains for the Danube, with a ſmall Body 
of Walachian Horſe into that Country; and was there, 
according to ſome Authors, taken priſoner by Dracula 
Prince of- that Country, on whom he was afterwards 
reveng'd.: Julian the Cardinal, Author of that perh- 
dious War, miſerably periſh'd alſo of his Wounds upon 
lis Retreat, and ſo did a great many of the Soldiers, 
ho were flain by the Enemy, others drown'd or 
ſtarvd with Hunger or Cold, and many more made 
daves: but as for the real number loſt: on both ſides, 
the ſame is not certain, tho this they agree in, that of 
the Chriſtian Army, which was but ſmall, ſcarce a 
third; eſcaped, and that the Tzrks Loſs was really 
greater, it amounting to 30000 Men; which is the 
more probable, for Amurath being asked why he was 
Th not 
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not merrier after ſo great a Victory, anſwer'd, That he 

+ defired not to win many ſuch at ſo dear a'rate : yet in 

memorial thereof he ere&ed a Pillar in the place where 

the King was (lain, with an Inſcription of all that was 

then done; which (as ſome ſay) is ſtill in being. And 

thus terminated that great Battel of Varna, which was 
fought Novemb 10.

that kind; of all which Amurath having notice, as 

< alſo of the great Injuries done by him in Macedonia 

and the Frontiers of his Dominions bordering upon 

Epirus, yet being ſtill in dread of the Hungarians, and 

himſelf clogged with Age and deſirous of Reſt, and at 

the ſame time ſenſible of the Unfitneſs of Mahomet his 

Son for Government, and to cope with the perpetual 

ood fortune of Scanderbeg, and Malice of Hunniaden 

he thought it beſt to turn all his Forces upon him : but 

to try firſt whether he could draw him into ſome diſho- 

nourable Peace for a time, that he might afterwards 

at his leiſure the better oppreſs him, he writ to kima 

Letter full of grievous Threatnings, and ſome feigned 


Cour teſies; but Scanderbeg, after he had firſt deep 


ſounded the Meſſenger concerning his Maſter's rel 
Intentions towards him, and ſhew'd him all his Camp 
with the ſtrength thereof, to intimate he was no ways 
afraid of his Maſter's Greatneſs, complain'd ens 
of Amurath's Cruelty and Perfidy towards his Father,

der d at it in ſo ſmall a Prince; and often ſtroaking his 
white Beard, as his manner was when he was thorow!

this was ſo expeditiouſly done, that it was thought he 
muſt have been in the heart of Epirus, before Scander- 
beg could have notice of his march: but herein they 
were miſtaken, for Scanderbeg was ready, and having 
placed 1 = Foot in ambuſh upon the craggy Moun- 
tains leading into the Vale of the Movea, thro which 
the Turks muſt paſs into Epirus, with 2000 Horſe alſo 
in a convenient Poſt, Teriſes deſcending from the high 
Mountains, was fiercely ſet upon by the ſaid Foot, and 
the Turk;/þ Horſe being of little uſe there, they were 
ſain like a Deer encloſed\in a Toil, 760 taken priſoners, 
while Teriſes himſelf with the reft fled, crying out as 
they went, Better e Javed than all loft , and were 
purſued by Scanderbeg into Macedonia. 

Amurath concefnd at this Overthrow, preſently 
ent Muſtapha, a politick and bold Commander, with 
a new Supply of 6000 Men to take the Command of 
Teriſes upon him, charging him to deſtroy the Fron. 
tiers of Epirus and no more; who thereupon entring the 
Valley of Movea, there intrench'd himſelf upon the 
Aſcent of an Hill, and ſet Spies on the tops of all the 
lich Mountains adjacent; then retaining 400 Horſe 
with himſelf to keep his Camp, he ſent the reſt of his 
Army, which was about 9000 more, to ravage the 
Country; but upon i Signal given to retreat upon pain 
of death to the Camp. The Turks made great havock 
ccordingly in that great and pleaſant Vale, till att 
length Scanderbeg drawing near with 4000 Horſe and 
1000 Foot, was inform'd of all the Enemy did by an 
Epirote Soldier, that after being ſorely wounded made 
is eſcape from the Turks; and ſo finding there was no 
policy to be uſed againſt fo wary an Enemy as Jdufta- 
ba, reſolv'd to vanquiſh him by main force.

and made a great ſlaughter among them, beſides divers 
Priſoners. Amurath more and more diſcouraged with 

his Loſſes, and finding his Mine, by reaſon of the hard- 

neſs of the Rock, ineffectual, thought to tempt the 
Governour of Cyoia with his Preſents ſent him by one 

of his Baſſas, ſeemingly at firſt as the pure Reward of 


his Valour and great Merit, and attended with a cun - 


ning Speech from the Baſſa, who expected ſome great 
Motions to have riſen in the minds of the Soldiers 

upon it: But when he perceiv'd the contrary effect, 

and that they appear'd remote enough from being ter- 

rify:d with Amurath's Power and Arms, he deſired to 

talk with the Governour alone; which being granted 

him, the cunning Baſſa began to deliver his more ſecret 
Uranocon- Meſſage to him, which Uranocontes no ſooner under- 
tes rejects ſtood, but before he could tell his tale out, he com- 
Amurath's manded him to depart, ſtrictly charging him, that 
Preſents. neither he nor any other for the future ſhould adven- 
ture to come from his Maſter into the City about any 
ſuch diſhonourable matter; for if they did, he would 
cauſe. their Hands, Noſes, and Ears to be cut off, and 

ſo ſend them diſmembred back, inſtead of an Anſwer, 
This Anſwer and Rejection of the Preſents enraged 
Amurath to that degree, that he immediately gave or- 
ders for a freſh Aſſault next day, which yet ſucceeded 
with greater loſs to him than before; and this made 
him very. melancholy, to tear his. hoary Beard and 
Locks, and complain of his hard fortune, that he had 
liv'd fo. long to fee thoſe days of diſgrace, wherein 
all his former Glory and triumphant Victories were 
obſcured by one pitiful Town of Epirus and all the 
comfortable Speeches of his Baſſas could not divert hin, 
but that he fell ſick upon it, Beſides, the Rejection of 
his Propoſals of Peace to Scanderbeg, whereby he de:

ceiv'd late intelligence of the Place's being extraordina- 
rily provided, and perſuaded him to beſiege Belgrade in 
the Confines of Epirus, and gave him hopes of better 
ſucceſs on that fide. For which end Scanderbeg having 
firſt ſent to Alphonſo King of Naples for aid, he made all 
Scander- the Preparation he could for the ſaid Siege, wherein he 
beg be- deſigned alſo to have uſed the Service of Moſes; but 


_ * feges Bel- his traitorous Heart began to frame divers Excuſes for 


grade. it. However, the requeſted Aid; and more coming 
85 from Naples, he now inveſted Belgrade with an Army 
of 14000 good Soldiers, and ſo diſtreſſed the Place, that 

the Tarks promiſed, in caſe they were not relieved 
within ſixteen days, to ſurrender it. 

But the news of this Siege coming to Mahomet, as 
he was ready fo go over into Aſia againſt the Emperor 
of Trapexond, he ſent Sebalias Baſſa with 40000 Horſe 
to relieve it; promiſing him great Rewards, if he could 
bring Scanderbeg dead or alive to him. This Baſſa, 
who was a very wary Commander, corrupted Scan- 
derbeg's Scouts, fo that no Signal was given in the Camp 
of the Enemy's approach; ſo that Sebalias had the op-

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the City, and Scanderbeg to another two miles off, Scander» + 
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portunity to fall upon that part of Scanderbeg's Army 
which lay in the Plains before they were aware of it: 
But how much ſoever unprepared and terrified they 
were, Muſachius drew his Men into ſuch order, as the 
ſhortneſs of the time and the Enemies approach would 
admit of, and reſolutely receiv'd their Charge, as a 
Man deſirous beforehand to revenge his own Death. 
At length ſeeing his Men ſlain in whole heaps, he Muſachius 
bravely attempted to break thro the Enemy, and to ſain, and 
get to Scanderbeg upon the Mountains; but being /e Epirots 
hemm'd in on all ſides, he fought ſo deſperately, as 2 10 
aſtoniſh'd all his Enemies, and there at laſt with all his fight. 
Men was ſlain. . Tanuſius on the other fide, after he had 
made divers brave Attempts to reſcue his Couſin, and 
finding it would not poſlibly do, exhorted all that ſur- 
vivd to fly; but they were moſt of them lain in the 
urſuit. Scanderbeg would have come down from the 
Manta to endeayour to relieve them, but he was 
by his Officers difſuaded from an Attempt that un- 
ayoidably mult have been attended with diſaſtrous Con- 
ſequences : yet obſerving at laſt that moſt of the Turks 
follow'd the Chaſe, and that few were left in the great 
Plain, except ſuch as rifled the Dead, he came down 
ſuddenly upon them with 4000 Men, and preſently flew 
all the Turks he met with; and then fell upon and cut 
off many in the Rear of the Turk; Army, which made 
the Baſſa turn about, and fight; and after a ſharp Skir- 
miſh begun, fearing in that diſorderly way of fighting 
to have the Victory wrung out of his hands, he cauſed 
a Retreat to be ſounded, that he might in better or- 
der encounter his dangerous Enemy ; who on his part 
having drawn together the remainder of his Army, fell 
fariouſly upon the Turks, and ſlew Ackmat and Barach, 
two valiant Turk; Soldiers (who had in Mahomet's 
reſence {wore to be Scanderbeg's death) with his own 
nds, beſides many Turks that fell in the Action. But 
night coming on, the Turks retired to a Mountain near 


from whence he march'd in the night to Epirus, beg beaten 
and well ſecured the Paſſes as he went, for fear leſt fies by 
proud of his Victory, the Baſſa ſhould break into his night 10 
Country.

Moſes re- But as one Misfortune ſeldom comes without ano- 
volts to the ther, as ſoon as ever the Traitor Moſes heard of this 
Turks. Defeat of Scanderbeg, he attempted (as he had before 
projected) to corrupt the Chriſtian Soldiers to revolt 
with him to the Turks ;, but finding none, fave a few 
of the baſer ſort, willing to hearken to him, .he fled 
with them by night to Sferigrade, and thence to Con- 
ftantinople, where he was honourably entertained by 
 Mahomet. This being underſtood by Sranderbeg, he 
was in amaze at it; but after a little conſideration, he 
ſaid no more, but that he could eaſily have Moſes ex- 
cufed, for that he was carried away with the violence 
of ſuch a Fortune as might have alienated the mind of 
a very conſtant Man; neither would he hear his Friends 
uſe any reproachful Speech concerning him. However. 
he immediately entred Dibra with his Nephew Ameſa, 
but could find none there Accomplices to Moſes; who |

Some time after Mahomet having recourſe to the ſame 
volts to th Artifice, tempted Ameſa, Scanderbeg's Nephew, to re- 
Turks. volt from him, with the promiſe of the Kingdom of 
Ezirus, which he thought would more alicnate the 
Minds of the Epzrors from Scanderbes than Moſes, 
Nov at his firſt coming to Conſtantinople with his Wife 
and Children, he did not fill Mahomet's ears with great 
Promiſes and vain Commendations of himſelf, as Moſes 
had done; but only excuſed his own Revolt, labouring 
to perinade the Sultan, that he had for juſt Cauſes left 
his Uncle, having been wrong'd by him divers ways, 
and had now a deſire moſt faithfully to ſerve him; 
 - wich pleaſed Mahomet very well, who for the preſent 
appointed him honourable Maintenance, But upon the 
approach of the Spring calling a Council together a- 
bout invading” Epirus, Ameſa's was liked the beſt of 
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any: in purſuance of which, Jaac the great Baſſa of 
„ WM Comftantinople, with an Army of 50000 Men, and A- 
: neſa with him, having the charge of 5000 Horſe, was 
to be proclaim d by the Baſſa King of Epirus, that the 
d People might ſee the Sultan's Diſpleaſure was particular- 
ly againſt the Perſon of Scanderbeg, and not the Nation. 
Scanderbeg, who was well aware of the great Prepara- 
tions againſt him, ſummon'd his great Officers together 
at Dibra, where the Tempeſt was firſt to be expected, 
and there declared to them at large the greatneſs of the 
danger, and what he thought of it himſelf. This done, 
he muſter d up his T roops in all patts, and all things 
were readily conyey' d ont of the Country into ſtrong - 
Towns, and other places of Refuge.

obtain'd his Conſent, Caraza with 40000 Men march 
towards Epirus; which Scanderbeg hearing, he drew 
together a greater Army than uſual, and ſending 2000 
Men privately. into the Enemies Country to lie in am- 
buſh, they defeated 4000 Horſe, the Van of the Turk; 
Army, and ſlew a great many of them ; of which the 
General was ſo aſhamed, that but for his Honour's fake 
he would have gone no farther : But being got into 
Epirus, he was ſuddenly attack d by Scanderbeg, before 
he could well put his Men in order of Battel, tho a 
great Shower of Rain falling, prevented the Action; 
and the Rain continuing for three days, during which 
Scanderbes was continually infeſting the Turks Camp, 
the old General thought fit to return home. 
Now Mahoinet perceiving Scanderbeg was not to be 
ſubdued with ſuch Forces as he was then at leiſure to 
ſend againſt him, try'd what he could do with him by 
fair means and ſhew of Friendſhip ; in order to which, 
he ſent an Embaſſador to him with rich Preſefits and a 
Letter, wherein he intitled himſelf, Sultan Mahomet, 
Lord and Emperor of the Eaſt and WeSt, and of al 
parts of the World; and directed the ſame unto Scar 
dlerbeg Prince of Albania and Epirus, In this Letter, 
after a Commemoration of former Friendſhip, and 2 
' Defire of his Company for a time, he declared himſelf 
ready to enter into a perpetual League with Scanderbeg 
and left the reſt to be tranſacted by his Embaffador

ſtiled himſelf the Soldier of 
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apha with him.. Scanderbeg, who in his Anſwer 
11925 Chriſt, George Caftriot, 
otherwiſe call'd Scanderbeg, Prince of the Albanians 
and Epirots, to Mahomet Prince of the Turks, excuſed 
himſelf ' handſomly from not coming to him for that 
time, but promiſed the ſame at a more convenient op- 
portunity ; which Mahomet in another Letter allow'd 1461. 
of, and promiſed a ſincere and inviolable Peace with Pete be- 
him, Which was thereupon concluded and ſolemnly ou nh 
caim'd in both Kingdoms, and the ſame continued for p 4 
ſome time; which gives us a little leiſure to ſee how the Mahomet. 
Tiki Affairs ſtood in reſpect to other Neighbours. 

Now a little before the Concluſion of the aforeſaid War be- 
Peace, a War broke out between the Yenetians and tween the 
Turks : for Mahomet, after he had ſubverted the Em- Venetians 
ire of Conſtant inople, and ſubdued the Morea, began“ 4 Turks. 
by his Lieutenant to diſturb: the Yenetians, who had 
then divers ſtrong Places in Peloponneſus on the Sea- 
Coaſts, And Foſhua, Mahomet's Lieutenant in this 
Country, having by the Treachery of a Greek Prieſt. 
ſurpriz'd Argos, and Omares having ravaged the Coun- 
try about Lepanto, entred farther into the Venetian 
Territories about Modon and Coron. Thie Senate of 
Yenice, after long Conſultation and Debate, and being 
more particularly moved thereunto by the notable 
Speech ' of Victor Capella, reſolved without delay to 
make war upon the Turks, and to ſend their Embaſſa- 
dors to divers Chriſtian Princes for aid. Bertholdus 
Efe they ſent with an Army into the Morea, who 
quickly recovered Argos, and marching with 15000 Men 
to the thmns of Corinth, Aloviſus Lauretanus, Admiral 
of Venice, met him there; and uniting their Forces, 
in 15 days fortify'd all that Strait from Sea to Sea with 
2 Rampier and double Ditch five miles Tong, wherein 
they imploy'd 30000 Men; after which they laid ſiege 
to Corinth, where the General was unfortunately (lain 
at the ſecond Aſſault. However Betinus Calcinatius, his 
ducceſſor, continu'd it; but hearing that Mahomet 
vas coming with a great Army in perſon to raiſe the 
ſiege, and deſtroy their new Works at the Jthmus, 
they retir'd for the defence of the latter; yet not think- 
ing themſelves able to withſtand 800co Men, they drew 
off to Neapolis to defend the Sea-Coaſt, which Mabo- 
net ſoon after aſſaulted in vain : but departing m_— 
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he waſted the Countty about Modon and Coron, til 11. 
He had no better ſucceſs in aftacking the City of bn 
cum than at Neapotis ; {0 that Winter approaching, he 
returned to Canftantinople, after whoſe departure the S

ind Ragius the Commander of the Horſe taken and 
empal' d, and ſcarce a thouſand of the Men eſcaped to

there was a fierce Encounter between him and Scander- 


beg, who being ſtrengthned with the old Gariſon of 
Croia, forced the Turks to give ground, yet in good 
order, ſo that the Victory remain'd yet doubtful ;

Wing, where there was the leaſt occafion for them, beg de-

© Scanderbeg had ſcarce time to breathe, when his Sif- 
ter, then at Petrella, diſpatched him News of Jacup 


Arnauth's coming by the way of Belgrade into Epirus 
with 16000 Horſe, and that he then lay encamp'd in 
the Plains of Tyranma the leſs, At which Scanderbeg's 
Soldiers, to whom he communicated the ſame, were 
not at all diſmay'd, but were ready to march on pre- 
ſently; and in a ſhort time they came to the place where

rant of, and provided ſor; but by the time he had ſet 


all things in order, his old Friend Balabanus with 80000

by Mahomet himſelf with the reſt of the Army, who at 
his firſt appearance ſummon'd Croia to ſurrender upon 
honourable Conditions; but the Governour returning 


him no Anſwer but Cannon- balls, he planted his Batte- 
Ties, and caſt more Cannon before the place: But fear- 


ing to be diſgraced here, as his Father was before him, 


he left Balab anus with 23000 Men, and eight good Of. 


ficers more with 7000 Men apiece here, and in his re- 


turn to Cunſt antinople took ſome ſmall Forts from Scan- 


derbeg; and corrupting the Governour of Chidna, where 


3000 of Scanderbeg's Men lay, the ſame was delivered 
to him, who, contrary to his Faith, put Man, Woman, 


and Child to the ſword. In the mean time Scander- 
beg diſdaining to have his Capital City beſieged by 


Balabanus, ſometime one of the baſeſt of his Father's 


_ Subj, 
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Subjects, and yet being unable to relieve it, ſent to the 
Venetians and others for Aid. Then going himſelf pri- 
yately to Rome, to Paul the Second, upon the ſame ac- 
count, he could obtain nothing from him; but upon 
his Return to Epirus, finding the Aids which ſome Chriſ- 
tian Princes had promiſed were ready, but 8 
from the Yenetians, he had in a few days an Army of 
13400 good Soldiers, with whom he march'd towards 


Croia. But underſtanding, by the way, that JIonima was 


within a day's march coming with a new Supply to 
his Brother Balabanus, de. U 
routed his Men, and took himſelf and his Brother He- 
dar priſoners, whom he ſhew'd next day to Balabanus 
in bonds; then by plain force drove the Turks from 
Mount Cruma, their greateſt Poſt, and neareſt Croza. 
on this the City rejecting Balabanus's large Propo- 
ſals to it for a Surrendry, he coming on with freſh 
Troops againſt ſome of the Gariſon that ſallied out 


upon him, was ſhot by George Alexius quite thro tie 


eck, of which Wound he died; whereat the Turks 
were ſo diſeouraged, that they ſilently -retired to the 
Plains of Hranna eight miles from Cyoia, and Scan- 


derbeg next day poſſeſs d himſelf of their Tents and 
Proviſions; ſending at the fame time ſome: Soldiers to 


poſſeſs the Straits thro which the Turks muſt march: 
who being now in great diſtreſs, offered to deliver to 
Scanderbeg their Horſes and Arms, fo they might de- 
part in ſafety ; but he anſwering, That as they came 


into his Country without his command, fo they ſhould

neſs, notwithſtanding they dined together and made 
offer of Friendſhip, yet Grittus, as he departed, taking

Barbaroſſa, full of great Thoughts, was glad of the 
Opportunity ; and after he had done all the miſchief 
he could at Sea, and in Naples, as he paſſed, he arri- 
ved at Conftantinople in 1533. where he was joyfully re. 
ceived, and made many Preſents of fair Boys and Girls, 
{trange Beaſts, and the like to Slymar : however he 
had not continued there long, before he was much en- 


Envy d at Vied and ill repreſented ; and the Anſwer given him at 


laſt from Solyman by Ajax and Caſſimes, two of the 
great Baſſas, was, That his 2 s was referred to the 
Diſcretion of Ibrahim, chief Baſſa, who was then at A- 
leppo, by whoſe Advice he had been ſent for; and that 
therefore, if he cn any thing, his beft way was to 
repair thither. The Meaning of this he underftood 
very well; however hoping to gain his Point by Per- 
ſeverance, he went directly for Aleppo, from whence 
in ſome time he returned with commendatory Letters 
from the great Baſſa to Solymar, deſiring that for his 
Abilities he would join him a fourth to the other 
three Baſſas of his Council; ſo that now, quite con- 
trary to the former Uſage, all People favoured him : 
ſo great was the Authority of Ibrahim at that time,

Now Barbaroſſa uſed all the Arguments he could to

where being asked by Ryftan Baſſa what his Maſter 

meant by invading other Mens Territories, when he 

could not defend his own; Alvares anſwer'd, he was 

no judg of that, but that his Buſineſs was to perform 

his Duty, which he had endeavoured to do, tho he had 

been unfortunate therein. Then upon his Knees he be 

ſought the Baſſa to intercede for him to Solyman, for 
that he had a Wife at home, and ſeveral fall Ci 
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dren; and Ruſt an having, contrary to his manner, an- 
ſwered him courteouſly, he was commanded away to 
Caradine's Caſtle, towards the black Sea, but was quick- 
ly remanded, and ſome time after, with ſome others 
of the chief Priſoners, at the requeſt of the Imperia! 
Embaſſador, ſet at liberty, altho he had before deny'd 
them to the French Embaſſador Salviat, who had been 
an earneſt Interceſſor for them. Now beſides theſe 
there were two other noble Priſoners made at Zerbi, 
viz, Don John of Cardoua, and Don Gaſton, a Son of 
the Duke of Medina; the firſt of who had wiſely 
repared a great Sum of Mony to be left at Scio for 
lis Ranſons as he was carried to Conftantinople, and 
ſo obtained his Liberty; but the other could never be 
heard of, it being ſuppoſed that Pial the Admiral Baſſa 
made away with him, when he heard Solyman made 
reat Enquiry after him to have him in his power, for 
5 his own Covetouſneſs in his firſt concealing him 
for his Ranſom, ſhould come to light. However, Pial 
knowing his Maſter's Reſentment, durſt not go to 
Conftantinople, till he found means to obtain his Pardon

A Compleat Hiſtory of the Turks. B. Iv. 
and the Arrears of two Years : and this Truce conti 
nued inviolable till Ferd:nand's Death, which happened 
in 1564. being ſucceeded by his Son Maximilian in the 
Empire, when the Commanders of the Frontiers on 
both ſides, weary of Eaſe, began to ſurprize ſtrong 
Holds and Towns in one another's Territories; the Au- 
thor. whereof was Melchior Balas, the Emperor's Lieu- 
tenant in that part of Hungary towards Tranſylvania, 
who firſt ſurprized ſeveral Towns upon thoſe Frontiers, 
which was revenged firſt by the Vay vod of that Coun- 
try in the taking of Sackma with Balass Wife and 
Children in it; and then, being aided by 4000 Turk; 
and 3000 Moldaviaus, by ravaging the Emperor's Ter- 
ritories, taking of Hadan, and laying ſiege to Ungar. 
This made Maximilian ſend Lazarus Suendi, a valiant 
Commander, with 8000 Men to beſiege Tokay, which 
he took on the 5th of Feb. 1565. and then the rich 
Town of Erden. In the mean time Soſyman, to facili- 
tate his intended Revenge, ſent an Embaſſador to the 
Emperor to put him in mind of the League between 
them, while the Baſſa of ' Temeſmaer beſieged Giula 
with 6000 Men, as the Trarſylvanians in June did Er- 
den.

convinced his Maſter that the Turks meant nothing 
but War, for all their Pretenſions to the contrary;

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ſemes, the Son of Barbaroſſa, King of Algiert, and 1 
Dragut, Governour of Tripolis, by whoſe advice he fit-

Theſe new Supplies being come to the Grand Maſter, 
they requeſted to be put into the Caſtle of St. Ai 
chael, as the place now moſt aſſaulted by the Turk, 
for which 'the Grand Maſter highly' applauded them, 
but yet would not remove the old Garifon : However 
they made a Sally next-day, and flew 200 Turks, which 
inraged Muſtapha very much; for knowing they were 
the new Supplies that did this, he grew ſuſpicious of 
thoſe whom he had appointed to watch the further 
part of the Iſland, and changed them; then block'd 
up the Harbour of Marzamoxet with his chained Gal- 
lies, and received ſome Bread with Ochial, whom he 
had made Governour of T/ipolis inſtead of Dragut, and 
ſent thither with five Gallies, but was now come back 
unto him.

Ammunition, with a deſign to come to the Relief of 
Malta; but being not able to land in any ſafety, they 
were forced to return back to Meſſina from whence 
they ſet out. But the Juris had better luck, for at the 
ame time the King of Algiers with ſeven Gallies and 
ten Galliots, wherein were 2200 Soldiers, came to re- 
inforce them; at whoſe requeſt the Baſſa granted him 
to carry on the ſiege of St. Michael, and joined 2000 
of his own beſt Soldiers to his Troops. Hereupon he 
commanded go ſmall Veſſels to be carried over out of 
Port Marzamoxet to Aqua Martia, deſigning to be- 
ſege the Caſtle by Water on that fide; of which the 
rand Maſter being advertiſed by a Chriſtian Fugitive, 
be by the Advice of ſome Maſters of Ships cauſed a 
Chain to be made from the corner of the Caſtle of 
FS. Angelo, to the place where the Enemy deſigned to 
land. But while the Turks, diſappointed of their hopes 
of landing, were abaſhed at the matter, a deſperate 
Chriſtian Deſerter came to the King, and promiſed 
with a Hatchet and the aſſiſtance of two or three 
more to break the Chain ; which dan rene by 
the Beſieged, five or ſix of them ſwam 150 er preſent- 
ly with their Swords drawn in their hands, and having 
ſain two of the number, the others fled. However 
the King began with the Siege in earneſt on the 15th of 
July both by Sea and Land, but he met with a very 
warm Reception; for the Beſieged's Cannon for the 
ſpace of three hours together, during which the As- 
fault laſted, ſlew 2000 Turks, and ſunk 12 of their Gal- 
liots, while the reſt could not land their Men for the 
Chain, but were forced to retire.

The Fleet being arrived at Cefalonia, and underſtand- 
ing by the Governour of Zant, that the Turkiſh Fleet 
conſiſting of 325 Sail of all ſorts lay in the Gulph of 
Lepanto, they ſteered their Courſe that way in order 
to fight them.

Here, after he had learnt of Amida and the Governour 
the State of Tunis, he made no delay to land his Men 
about four Miles from the City, and detached 2500

arrival found it all deſolate, the Turks and Moors be- 

ing fled before for fear, ſome to Caravana, and ſome to 
Jiſerta; but when they came to the Caſtle, they 
found: 200 Moors therein, who faid they kept it for 
Amida: their King, but would not let the Chriſtians 
enter. Don John being advertiſed - hereof, early next 
Morning came up with the whole Army; and entring 
the City, came up to the Caſtle, where he found no- 
thing but ſtore of Oil, Butter and Wool.

| flaid here, news was brought him, October 12th; that 
the Turks and Moors, who had abandoned Tunis, going 
to Biſerta, and being refuſed entrance by the Citizens, 
fell to plunder and ravage the adjacent Country. 
Whereupon he ſent Tovares thither with part of his 
Army, who routed thoſe Turks, and had the City 
peaceably delivered up to him. But for Amida, whom

Kingdom, and then of his Sight, and ſo with both his 
Sons to be carried Priſoner into Sicily, there to remai 
for ever; and then, in purſuance to the Command of 
the King of Spain, Mahomet, Amida's elder Brother 
was conſtituted King of Tunis and his Vaſſal; upon 
whoſe Settlement in his Kingdom, 40000 Moors that had 
before left Tunis, upon their Supplications to Don John,

patch dla Meſſenger to Venice to expoſtulate the mat- 
ter with the Senate, and demand ſatisfaction of them. 
They made as plauſible Excuſe as they could to appeaſe 


his Diſpleaſure, and Emus ſoon after was not only be- 


headed, but the Gallies and Goods reſtor'd only for 
400 Chriſtian Slaves that were in them, and the Re- 
pablick reftor'd as many Turks to their liberty. 

But to leave theſe matters, with other things which 
muſt give way to more important Relations, we ſhall 
look a little into the Affairs of Egypt and Damaſcus, 
imbroild very much about this time with inteſtine 
Troubles.

Sinan fluſh'd with this Succeſs, laid ſiege to the ſtrong 

Town of Comorra in the Iſle of ' Schut, both by Water 

and Land, which was 'for ſome time both \bravely at- 

tack'd and defended; but Arch- Duke Matthias in the 

mean time having drawn a good Body together on the 

28th of October, encamp'd at Nitria within five miles 

of Camorra: which, with the Tartars leaving him, and Comorra 
returning home, fo diſcourag'd Sinan and his Turks, beſieg d in 
that he immediately rais'd the Siege, and paſſing over 24 % 
the Danube, he march'd to Dotis, from whence the Turks.

Then Prince Sigiſmund not only entred into a ſtrict Al- 


lianee with the Emperor Rodolphus againſt the Turks, 


but by many Arguments and Perſuaſions induc'd A.- 
chael Vayvod of Waltachia, and a Prince of equal Me- 


rit with himſelf, to revolt from the Infidels. And he 


had no fmall Influence over Aaron, Palatine of Molda- 
via, to do the like; but more particularly Michael be- 
ing a Prince very zealous for the Honour of his Coun- 
try, and not able to bear any longer the Inſolency of 
the Tarks, eall'd a General Aſſembly of the States of 
his Country, wherein it was agreed, by an unanimous 


Conſent, to join with the Emperor, and throw off 


the Twrkiſh Yoke. Wherenpon the Vayvad, with 2000 
Hungarians, firſt flew 1000 Janizaries, that had proud- 


ly without his leave ſettled in his Country, then the 
reſt of the Turks and Fews there; after which he took 


Dziurdzowa, a great Town of the Turks upon the Da. 
nube, and burnt it. The Turks,. that ſought Revenge 


upon him, who ſeem'd ſtill to retain his Obedience to 


Amurath, ſent one of their Exmuirs, a Deſcendant of 
the falſe Prophet: Mabamet, and then Cadileſchar, with 
2000 Men, 50 of the Grand Signior's Chamber, and 

many of the Zanzis and _ ſuddenly to Burkar - 
the Vayvod's Place of Refidence, with a deſign indeed 
to ſaurprize: him, In order to which, after: they had be- 
hav'd themſelves inſolently enough in the Place, the 
Emir knowing he lay in his Palace near the Monaſtry,

kim a Tun of Gold to pay them off. This the Vayvod 
 feem'd- thankfully to accept: of, but yet commanded 
the Hungarians. to be on their guard, while himſelf 


with ſome other Soldiers and Courtiers drawing toge- 


ther in a Valley, fuddenly ſurrounded and ſet upon the 


Turks in their Lodgings, which they fer on fire; who 
were, notwithſtanding the bold Refiſtance they made, 
either alt burnt, ſlain, or taken priſoners: 1 
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| which laſt was the Emir himſelf, who was ſo far from 


the Enemy. 
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being able with his Mony and large Promiſes to ſave the 
Lives of others, that he could not prevail for his own. 


The Vayvod incourag'd herewith, not long after ſur- 


pre. and fack'd the Town of Phloch, and did the 
ſame by Nees, after he had defeated the Turks upon 
the Ice in his March; with the Spoils: whereof, and 
that of SiIRtria a City of Macedonia, which he alſo 
ranſack'd and burnt, he mightily fluſh'd his Men, and 
was now become no leſs a Terror than a Grief unto

Agony both of Body and Mind, departed this Life on 


the 18th of, January 1595. When he had liv'd 51 years, 
ar as ſome lay 52, and,of tham reign'd 19. His Death 
was attended With ſo ſudden and terrible a Storm at 
An that. many thought the World was juſt 
iflalving, He was a Prince of a _ manly Stature, but 
1 and corpulent, wearing his Beard thin and long. 
The fierce Nature of the Ottoman Kings did not appear 


in his Countenance, he being indeed of himſelf of a 


peaceable Diſpoſition, a Lover of Juſtice, and in the 
way of his Superſtition very zealous. The Riot and 
Exceſs of his Father's Reign he-reforn'd. hy bis own 


Temperance, and the ſevere Puniſhment of notorious 


Drunkards; tho ſome have reported he would drink 
plentifully himſelf of Wormwood Wine, He was 
more of a penurious nature than became his high Qua- 
lity, and gave more way to the Counſels of his Mo- 
ther, Wife, and Siſter, than of his great Baſſa's, which 
many imputed to be Simplicity in him. His Corps 
was pompouſly bury'd by Mahomer his eldeſt Son, in a 
Moſque which he himſelf had before built at Conftants- 
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
